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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The final rejection of claims 1-20 over Norris (U.S. 5,870,721) is hereby withdrawn in 
view of applicants' appeal brief filed 8/7/2002. Any inconvenience is regretted. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, 
or composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain 
a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is not 
supported by either a specific and substantial asserted utility or a well established 
utility.(i.e., lack of a specific and substantial utility) The claimed invention has no 
specific and substantial credible utility because the disclosure lacks of specifics as 
to explicitly how to facilitate a tangible valuation of a borrower's credit 
information based on a borrower's collateral identity or a borrower's ability to 
repay. 

For a claim to be statutory under 35 USC 101 the following two conditions must 
be met: 

1) In the claim, the practical application of an algorithm or idea result in a useful, 
concrete, tangible result, AND 

2) The claim provides a limitation in the technological art that enables a useful, 
concrete, tangible result. 

As to the technology requirement, note MPEP Section iV 2(b). Also note In Re 
Waldbaum, 173USPQ 430 (CCPA 1972) which teaches "useful arts" is synonymous with 
"technological arts". In re Musgrave, 167USPQ 280 (CCPA1970), In re Johnston, 
183USPQ 172 (CCPA 1974), and In re Toma, 197USPQ 852 (CCPA 1978), all teach a 
technological requirements. 
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Claim RejectnoES - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the 
best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-20 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. Specifically, 
since the claimed invention is not supported by either a credible asserted utility or a well 
established utility for the reasons set forth above, one skilled in the art clearly would not 
know how to use the claimed invention. 

5. Claims 1-20 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The claimed invention is not supported by either specific 
and substantial asserted utility for the reasons set forth above, one skilled in the art clearly would 
not know to use the claimed invention. Particularly, it lacks of description of collateral identity 
effectuating a loan application, it is unclear of how property valuation effects collateral identity, 
and how credit report effects the underwriting process in relating the collateral identity. 

It is also unclear of how to predict, based on a credit report, a borrower's ability to repay a 
loan. The disclosure lacks of description on how to predict a borrower's fiature repayment 
behavior. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming 
the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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7. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. It is unclear what is included or excluded in the term "collateral 
identity" in order to process a secure loan. It is also vague and indefinite of what types of 
collateral is needed to a satisfy a lender to secure the loan. 

8 . Dependent claims are rej ected based on their dependency on a rej ected parent claim. 

Response to Arguments 

9. AppUcant's argimients with respect to claims 1-20 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
